Roosevelt Asserts 


HYDE PARK, N. Y., Aug. 6 (AP). 
—President Roosevelt said today 
that without question Pan-Ameri- 
can unity was more on accom- 


plished fact now than ever before. 

The recent conference of Ameri- 
can republics in Havana, he said 
at a press conference, was extraor- 
dinarily interesting and extraordi- 
narily successful because it pro- 
duced: 

1..A meeting of minds on de- 
fense of the hemisphere against 
any non-American Power. 

2. Steps to solve mutual eco- 
nomic problems of North, Cen- 
tral and South America. 

3. Prospects of controlling fifth 
column activities originating out- 
side the Americas. 

The general aspects of the Ha- 
vana conference, Roosevelt said, 
were discussed at a luncheon which 
he and Mrs. Roosevelt gave in 
honor of four representatives of 
Argentina, Chile, Paraguay and 
Uruguay at the Havana parley. 

Asked whether he considered 


unity of the Americas more a fact 


than ever before,” the Chief Ex- 
ecutive replied, “Without question, 
without question.” 

One commendable development of 
the last few years, he said, is that 
for the first time we have been 
getting on a social footing with 
our Latin American neighbors, so 
that things are not purely official 
as they were for many years, but 
are more persona] and social.

In response to questions, the 
President said the limiting of sales 
of aviation gasoline to Western 
Hemisphere nations supplied a 
good illustratoin of steps to bring 
about material and economic unity, 
now that spiritual unity of the 
Americas has been accomplished.

sary Plant Expansion Can

WASHINGTON. Aug. 6 (AP).— 
Congressional tax leaders called on 
national defense contractors today 
to go forward with the defense pro- 
gram on the strength of assur- 
ances that they would be permit- 
ted to deduct from their taxable 
income the cost of defense plant 


expansions. 
Chairman Cooper (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, of the House Tax Subcom- 


mittee, gave out the oral state- 
ment in the presence of William | 
S. Knudsen, National Defense Com- 
missioner, who attended a closed | 
meeting of the subcommittee. 

Cooper said the subcommittee 
had agreed on a plan for amortiz- 
ing the cost of plant expansions 
for tax purposes at the rate of 20 
per cent a year for five years, and 
in addition would recommend to 
the full House Ways and Means 
Committee that in case the present 
national emergency wzs over in 
less than five years, the amortiza- 
tion could be taken in a _ briefer 
period. 

“I am authorized to state,” Coop- 
er continued, “that Chairman 
Doughton (Dem.), North Carolina, 
of the Ways and Means Committee 
and Chairman Harrison (Dem.), 
Mississippi, of the Senate Finance 
Committee feel confident that the 
recommendations made by the sub- 
committee will be approved by the 
full committees.” 

In addition to the plant cost 
amortization plan, Cooper report- 
ed that the subcommittee had ten- 
tatively approved the repeal of the 
Vinson-Trammel Act's limitations 
on the profits on warships amd 
army and navy aircraft. That meas- 
ure sets these limits at 40 per cent 
on warships and 12 per cent on 
aircraft. Modifications of these 
limits are already proposed in pend- 
ing legislation. 

Disclosing that an excess profits 
tax would be included in a single 
bill along with the amortization 
plan had the Vinson-Trammell re- 
pealer, Cooper said the committee 
was working “diligently” on the 
tax and expected to complete a 
proposal by tomorrow.

Seizure Follows Statement 
Urging Public Not to Obey 
Conscription Law. 


MONTREAL, Aug. 6 (AP).—Mon- 
itreal’s Mayor, Camillien Houde, 


outspoken opponent of conscrip- 
|tion, has been interned under the 
War Measures Act, the Royal Ca- 


inadian Mounted Police announced 


today. 
He was taken into custody at the 


‘City Hall late last night, three days 
after he handed Montreal newspa- 
per men an initialed statement ask- 
ing the population not to comply 
with compulsory national registra- 
ition scheduled to start Aug. 19. 

Royal Canadian and Quebec pro- 
vincial police co-operated in mak- 
ing the arrest. Houde submitted 
quietly when officers surrounded 
‘him as he left City Hall. He was 
[taken to mounted police headquar- 
ters and questioned for 35 minutes, 
then sent to an undisclosed intern- 
ment camp. , 

Justice Minister Ernest Lapointe 
and other Canadian authorities 
withheld comment today on the 
action. The internment presuma- 
bly is for the duration of the war. 

Opposition Leader R. B. Hanson 
charged in the House of Commons 
‘Saturday that Houde had “openly 
defied the law of Canada.” 

Houde’s statement expressed his 
belief that the Dominion Parlia- 
ment “has no mandate to vote con- 
‘Scription,” and went on: 
| “I do not myself believe that I 
am held to conform to the said 
law and I have no intention of so 
\doing, and I ask the population not 
to conform, knowing full well what 
[I am doing presently, and to what 
I expose myself.” 

The Mayor, who will be 51 years 
old next Tuesday, first took a pub- 
lic stand on conscription in March, 
1939, when he promised French- 
Canadian student demonstrators 
from the University of Montreal 
he would take the lead in defenq- 
ing them against unnecessary par- 
ticipation in wars beyond Canada’s 
‘frontiers. 

Previously he had attracted at- 
tention by a statement that French- 
Canadians were Fascist by blood 
and, if England went to war with 
Italy, their sympathy would lie with 
Italy. 

Last May he seconded-a motion 
in the Quebec legislative assembly 
denouncing conscription and urg- 
ing continuation of a “moderate” 
war effort by Canada. The motion 
was defeated. 

Houde, seven times Mayor and 
self-styled “man of the people,” for- 
merly was leader of the Conserva- 
tive party in Quebec, resigning 
after a defeat for re-election to 
the mayoralty in 1932. In the last 
provincial legislative elections, in 
1939, he won a seat as an inde- 
pendent candidate.

N Washington the dope now is 
J inact the selective service bill will 

pass with a neat little safety 
catch—there are to be no actual 
selections until after election to 
“give the volunteer system” a 
chance to work. 


This is pretty awful. If it were 
only a question of filling up the 
regular army, the recruiting sta- 
tions, aided by a ballyhoo drive, 
could doubtless do it. But the job 
is much grea‘*er than that, It is to 
induct into military service and 
train several hundred* thousand 
men as soon as they can be 
equipped and accommodated. 


The idea of selection — as dis- 
tinguished from volunteering — is 
not merely to get men. It is also 
to preserve civilian morale—to get 
those men with the least possible 
interference with normal life—and 
preserving in the process the ut- 
most possible dignity and self-re- 
spect both in those who are selected 
to march with the colors and those 
who are selected to take care of 
their families and serve in the ac- 
tivities behind the battle line. 


If there is anything to the prin- 
ciple of selection, volunteering has 
no place in the picture. Selection 
is scientific—not emotional. We 
can’t afford any distinctions be- 
tween those who volunteer and 
those who wait to be told what the 
nation wants them to do. We 
can’t aford the recruiting slogan 
we had to silence in 1917—“Be a 
went and nota sent.” If we do, we 
brand the stigma of either “con- 
script” or “slacker” on any man 
who serves the real principle of 
selection. We make a joke out of 
Woodrow Wilson’s “It is not a 
conscription of the unwilling, but 
selection from a nation that has 
volunteered in mass.” 


Mistake to Try Both. 


It is a mistake to try volunteer- 
ing and selection at the same time. 
A recruiting drive is a tom-tom 
drumming up of emotional enthusi- 
asm. It requires some hysteria 
and with that some sneering dis- 
favor of those who don’t rush to 
sign up. Some of their gals ques- 
tion their valor and there are lifted 
eyebrows everywhere. The volun- 
teers are the heroes. The men who 
believe calmer Government repre- 
sentations are the rats. 

If there is anything in the scien- 
tific principle of selection, no man 
should be permitted to volunteer 
until after the registration and 
classification. After any general 
classification of men between, for 
example, the ages of 18 and 50, 
there would be several millions in 
class 1A—men who could go with 
no disturbance of domestic, eco- 
nomic or educational life. Under the 
1917 system these men would have 
the order of their going determined 
by a great lottery in the beginning. 
That is the true “draft” or “con- 
scription.” But if, after that classi- 
fication, we use a method tried on 
a small scale in 1918, we could get 
all the supposed benefits of volun- 
teering with all the virtues of se- 
lection. 


A Guess. 


We would not let the “order 
numbers” work to “take” men un- 
less not enough men in Class 1A 
volunteered for training to ‘ill the 
national quota. What I am about 
to say is partly a guess, but it is a 


_|guess based on experience. I feel 


sure that we would never have to 
take a single man against his will. 


His Government, his neighbors 
and friends would have determined 
for every man whether or not he 
should decide to go in the van- 
guard, not go at all, or go only 
when there were not enough oth- 
ers in the same classification who 
preferred to go earlier, No one 
would suffer the stigma of being 
either a conscript or a slacker. 


If we must modify the selective 
service system, let’s not do it on 
any political basis of waiting for 
the election or on any fumbling, 
fooling makeshift that impairs its 


principle. Let's do it this way.

Many people condemn the President for 
permitting grafting officials and _polit- 
ical spoilsmen to sabotage what might 
otherwise be worthwhile economic re- 
forms, and they optimistically expect Mr. 
Willkie to do better. I would like to 
point out that the execution of govern- 
ment is largely in the hands of petty 
officials, elective and appointive, and 
that if the source of supply of these men 
is limited to unethical political opportun- 
ists, no man in the White House can give 
us good government. 

Earning a living is necessarily the pri- 
mary interest of most men. When gov- 
ernment and industry are separate, as 
with our present system of capitalism, 
few men are available to government ex- 
cept those who seek to exploit it for their 
personal enrichment. 

Unless capitalism can correct this fault, 
we must turn to some form of Socialism 
so that the same men normally engaged 
in economic enterprises will automat- 
ically comprise government.

Is the memory of this salutary lesson beginning 
to fade? It would seem so, in view of the concerted 
campaign to win approval for the sale of 50 or 60 
“aged” destroyers to the British. 
| Gen. Pershing’s speech of Sunday was no isolated 
It was part of an effort to rouse sentiment 
for the destroyer deal. Secretary Hull. congratulated 
| Pershing after the address. Acting Secretary Welles 
‘indorsed it as “worthy of serious thought and 
| study.” Feelers from the White House looking to 
| congressional action on the destroyers are reported. 
| Just what is going on? Is the administration so 
committed to aiding Britain that it would weaken 
the country’s defenses (since no actual surplus of 
destroyers exists, and 150 more are to be built), and 
risk an act of war in doing so? Just what, in short, 
is the administration’s foreign policy? 

The European game of power politics is a miasma 
of conflicting nationalisms, economic rivalries and 
‘fierce inherited hatreds. This Republic, since the 
days of the Revolution, has kept rigidly out of that 
deadly game, save for one tragic venture which 
brought the heartfelt national resolve of “Never 
again.” It was proved then that while America 
could win a European war (and even that is not true 
today), it could not preserve European peace. 

Yet the statesmen at Washington seem to have a 
finger in every foreign pie. They blast away at peace- 
breakers in all quarters of the world, apparently 
oblivious to what the future may bring. They hold 
‘out hopes of help to the combatants which their own 
laws and the people’s mandate will not let them de- 
liver. The theory that 
world still creeps into statements on foreign policy. 

The British would welcome these destroyers, to be 
sure, as help in defense against the Nazi threat. Sim- 
ilarly, they welcomed American destroyers in 1917, 
when Admiral Sims’ squadron began operations from 
British bases months before the A. E. F. went over- 
seas. But destroyers were not enought in 1917, and 
certainly they will not be enough in 1940, The inter- 
ventionists will then be tempted to urge sending more 
ships, sending planes, sending men. The camel will 
be following its nose into the tent. 

Furthermore, it would seem the destroyer transfer 
is forbidden under the 1917 law which Attorney- 
General Jackson cited several weeks ago, when it was 
proposed to sell 20 torpedo boats to Britain. This 
law says: 

During a war in which the United States is a 
neutral! nation, it shall be unlawful to send out-of 
the jurisdiction of the United States any vessel 


built as a vessel of war with any intent that such 
vessel shall be delivered to a belligerent. 


No attempt was made to change this law after the 
speedboat project failed. Are we now witnessing a 
build-up for its repeal? 

The defense program commands universal support, 
and Congress wins popular approval by voting enor- 
mous funds to arm the country. Certainly the task 
of safeguarding the areas of our own immediate 
interest against aggression is a big enough one. Yet 
disturbing rumors of adventures afar still circulate 
in Washington. The United States may challenge 
Japanese expansion in the Orient, some whispers 
say. Others assert that it may be found desirable 

to send armed forces to Europe “later.” 

Congress is doing a business-like job in defense 
legislation, 
asked? Why has no clear statement of aims and 
methods come from the White House? Why aren't 
the campaign speakers warming up to this subject, 
the most vital of any before the American people? 

It is the most vital, not only because of the sac- 
rifice in lives and money that war involves, but 
also because of the inevitable curtailment of social 
progress, the proudest achievement of the Roosevelt 
administration, if we enter the conflict. 

Our people hope that Britain will stave off the im- 
pending Nazi attack. They approve sending every 
legitimate and practicable form of help that our arms 
manufacturers can provide. They will pay higher 
taxes and willingly make sacrifices so that America 
may be secure. But they do not want to strip those 
defenses for doubtful aid to England, nor, above all, 
do they want to enter Europe’s fiery furnace. 

The destroyer episode shows that it is time for 
some clear-cut statements from the White House and 
a full-dress debate on foreign policy.

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DISCRIMINATION IS NEEDED. 

J. Edgar Hoover’s list of some of the forms of fifth 
column sabotage to national defense, actual and pro- 
jected, is a shocking thing. 

The director of the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion told a national conference of Federal and state 
law enforcement agencies in Washington yesterday 
that Government agents had found emery dust in 
airplane motors and destructive metal in the power 
plants of naval vessels. FBI agents, he added, had 
discovered plans to place chemicals in boilers, “with 
the idea of creating wholesale destruction.” In- 
cendiary bombs no larger than a cigar have ‘been 
designed, he said. ; 

There is only one thing to do with such treachery, 
and that is to stamp it out and make its perpetrators 
pay the penalty of the law. If there are subversive 
schools for teaching large-scale destruction of life 
and property, they should be discovered and broken 
up. As for “innocent” organizations, which become 
involved through activities of their members, these 
times should be their own warning... It behooves such 
organizations to clean their houses. 

However, the FBI doubtless sees that it must 
distinguish between philosophical dissenters and 
saboteurs. The political thinker who disagrees with 
prevailing ideas is well within his rights under the 
United States Constitution. The Bill of Rights spe- 
cifically guarantees freedom of thought and expres- 
sion. Obviously, that is what we are arming our- 
selves to protect. If in our zealousness we trample 
human rights, we have lost what we seek to shield 
before we are called to fire a shot for their defense. 

Every plotter against the national defense and 
the safety of workers in manufacturing plants and 
utilities should be landed in prison as speedily as 
he can be apprehended and convicted under the law. 
But those who merely differ on political theory 
should be carefully protected against both official 
and private injustices. The situation calls for dis- 
crimination of the most searching sort.

Why Conscription Is Required | 


HE Times-Dispatch is as opposed to 

hysteria as anyone, but it regards selec- 
tive military service as indispensable in the 
emergency with which the country is con- 
fronted. It hopes that the Burke-Wads- 
worth bill, or something like it, will be 
passed. 

Anti-New Dealers should reflect that the 
bill is sponsored in Congress by two of Mr.

Why is this bill necessary? It is necessary 
chiefly for the reason that Congress has 
voted billions upon billions for mechanical 
equipment with which to defend America, 
but has made hardly» any provision for 
getting the trained manpower to operate 
these ships, planes, tanks and guns.

In the second place, if the unemployed 
got the idea that they were being pushed 
into the front lines, and the well-to-do were 
being left at home, they would not respond 
adequately to the call to serve their country. 

“Universal” service is what its name im- 
plies, with every citizen willingly respond- 
ing to his country’s call, and no discrimi- 
nation shown as between rich and poor.

old Fruit Drinks on Hot Day 


By Mrs. 
Alexander George 


TRAY of frosty tall glasses, 
A brimful of tangy fruit bever- 

ages in colors to rival the rain- 
bow—just a sight like that starts 
to unsizzle a hot summer day. 

With the abundant supply of 
fruits, berries, bottled juices and 
canned beverage liquids that mod- 
ern markets supply, every home 
can provide its own array of sum- 
mer nectars. 

Keep plenty of these makings on 
tap in the refrigerator and have a 
good supply of fruit and sugar 
syrups, lemons, oranges, and jars 
of red and green cherries to blend 
with them so you can turn out sum- 
mer coolers on short order. You, 
your family and your guests will 
all appreciate it on hot days. 

Here’s a_ starter: Fruit Chill. 
Boil a cup each of sugar and wa- 
ter two minutes. Cool and add one 
cup logan berry juice, one-half cup 
each of lemon, raspberry and pine- 
apple juices. Chill until needed and 
add four cups of iced water. Pour 
into glasses, one-third filled with 
chopped ice. Top each with a ball 
of pineapple, apricot or raspberry 
sherbet and dress up with finely 
chopped green mint gum drops. 
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Keep Tropical Frost in the refrig- 
erator. It is a fruit syrup already 
for quick action. Boil together four 
minutes two cups each of granulat- 
ed sugar and water. Cool and add 
two cups orange juice and a cup 
each of lemon and pineapple juices. 
Fill tall chilled glasses one-third 
full and then add chopped ice and 
iced water. Stick in mint leaves, 
twists of orange peel and preserved 
fruits. Cherries, berries, apricots or 
peaches—small portions—are gay 
top-offs. 

Fruit Fizz will revtve Dad (as well 
as the rest of the family) when he 
comes home heat-fagged. Boil to- 
gether, for two minutes, two-thirds 
cup each of sugar and water. Add 
eight fresh crushed mint leaves. 
Cool, remove leaves and pour syrup 
into one cup grapefruit juice, one- 
fourth cup lemon juice and two 
cups ginger ale. Pour tall glasses 
two-thirds full of mixture, fill with 
chopped ice. Garnish with thin 
slices of orange and with mint 
leaves,

Grand Slam by 
Poor Bidding

T RUBBER bridge some play- 
Acs having bid and made a 

small slam when a grand slam 
was cold, are quite satisfied with 
their profit and undisturbed by 
what they did not get. Other play- 
ers, who may have either a keener 
sense of artistry or a greater avar- 
ice, feel that they should be 
kicked around the block for their 
failure to collect a full pound of 
flesh. It’s all a matter of tem per- 
ament, 

But at duplicate, a more solid 
consideration is involved than a 
player’s feelings. Here a small 
slam contract, bid and made, may 
represent an actual loss to the “vic 
tors,” as compared with the balance 
of the field. That was the case in 
today’s hand:

Needless to say, there was no 
difficulty about making the con- 
tract. Indeed, declarer had 13 
tricks readily available. It was 
that very fact that gave this par- 
ticular North-South team a match- 
point score that was under aver- 
age on this board, the majority of 
the tables having reached seven 
hearts. 


South probably felt that he had 
been exceedingly brave and aggres- 
sive to jump all the way from three 
to six hearts. but actually this 
jump had been timid. The moment 
one diamond was bid by North, 
South should have visualized a 
slam, whether large or small to be 
determined by the subsequent bid- 
ding. When the two heart jump 
response met with an immediate 
raise from North, the matter of 
the trump suit was decided and 
then the only remaining question 
was one of controls. It was con- 
ceivable that North had something 
like the K-Q of spades, the A-J-10 
of diamonds, and the K-Q of clubs, 
which meant that there would be 
an ace off the hand, hence Sout! 
should have used a slam conven- 
tion (the 4-5 No Trump Convention 
or the Blackwood) to determine 
how many aces North held. Ob 
viously enough North would an- 
nounce the possessi aces, 
and then a grand siam bid by 
South would become an excellent 
risk.
